As soon as she had deposited her 
vessel she covered her head with her 
blanket, and assuming a mysterious 
air she sat down aside, as if greatly 
preoccupied with some extraordinary 
secret. To the questions of those 
who passed her by she gave no reply 
and preserved an absolute silence. 

The chief, believing that she was 
ill or lamented her captivity, wished 
to console her and inquired the cause 
of her sadness. 

"I had a curious dream last night," 
said she. "I saw my spirit, and it 
revealed to me a great thing. You 
shall see it has deceived me. This 
is what it showed me. Some miles 
from this camp, in the thicket which 
you see yonder, there are 30 warriors 
of the Crow tribe who have been 
hiding since yesterday. They are 
waiting for a favorable opportunity 
to surprise and massacre us. 

"Go and take them by surprise, in 
sufficient numbers, so that none of 
them escape. In order to accomplish 
this hasten to surround the wood on 
all sides. Kill all these warriors ex- 
cept their chief, whom you will bring 
to the camp, as I have something to 
say to him." 

Indians, it is known, have unlimit- 
ed faith in dreams. They are revela- 
tions to them. Nothing more was 
wanted to set tho camp astir. 

In no time all the warriors were as- 
sembled around their chief. 

Meantime tho woman's brothers 
and friends were waiting impatiently, 
but without anxiety. 

The Blackfeet glided along like 
snakes in the grass and soon sur- 
rounded the wood where the Crows 
were hidden At the given signal 
they were to jump up and run in the 
direction of the wood, while uttering 
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sacred, so we will leave the prisoner 
at his post to die of hunger, accord 
ing to his desire." 

There was an old woman in the 
camp of the Blackfeet that was re- 
jected by the others. She had a small 
lodge all to herself, and when the 
Dthers stopped at any place she 
pitched her tent at some distance 
from the camp. She took pity 
prisoner, and when she saw the camp 
«ot out she herself folded up her fit 
tie tent of hide and went forth slow- 
ly behind the rest. As they did not 
appear to trouble themselves about 
her, she retraced her steps. Without 
being observed by any of her peoph 
she cut the bands which hound the 
prisoner to the post. She also gave 
him a knife, a little food and a piece 
of linen to cover his head. So soon 
as the prisoner saw himself free, he 
set out, notwithstanding his scalding 
burns, to regain the dwellings of his 
own people. Weakened by suffering, 
it took him three days to reach the 
camp of the Crows, where they were 
anxiously awaiting the return of 

To make a deep impression on his 
people, he did not enter their camp 
immediately, but remained at some 
distance ottering groans. Then, seat- 
ing himself on the ground, he tear- 
fully related the sad fate of his war- 
riors, brought about by the infamous 
treachery of his wife. 

Early the following day all the 
men among the Crows capable of 
fighting were en route to overtake 
the Blackfeet. 

The latter had prudently pitched 
camp three days' distance from where 
they had left their prisoner, so it was 
only after six days' march that the 
Crews reached them. They halted 
at a sufficient distance, not to be dis 
covered by their enemies, and con 
cealed themselves in a large, dry ra- 
vine. 

The Crow chief warned his people 
to do their best to preserve the iife 
of the old Indian woman who hud 
taken pity on him. In regard to his 
wife, they were ordered to take her 
alive if it were possible. 

Before going to the assault one of 
tho chiefs of the expedition desired 
to visit the camp in order to discover 
these two personages.

He approached her and 
said: "I take pity on you, you who 
have had commiseration on one of 
our people. You saved hun. Well, 
I intend likewise to save you. In 
some minutes all my people will bt 
here to massacre this camp. None 
PU escape, for we are too numerous. 
If you desire to avoid death, follow

murderous tomahawk and arrow. 
f> The youi'g chief in jiarticular. who 
\had only deserted his wife because ho 
v • was certain that they would not kill 
her, and thai he could deliver her, 
andeavored by his recital to gain 

their sympathy and urged his friends 
to join him in wreaking vengeance 
upon those who had attacked them 
so treacherously 

Immediately 30 young warriors, 
who burned w ith a desire to display 
tbeir bravery by doing a deed worthy 
of praise from the old men of the 
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of the Black* 
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through the ranks of their enemies, 
but the Blackfeet, six times more 
numerous, killed them all, with the 
exception of tho chief, whom they 
succeeded in taking alive, as his wife 
had directed. Him they tied to a 
post to await whatever torture the 
council decided to inflict upon him 
the following day. 

His wife, to insult him in his mis 
fortune, sat down in front of him. 

Although it was the CUst m of In 
(lianj tO suffer Itoioaily and preserve 
silence when condemned to deuth. 
this one could not resist reproacnina 
his wife for her base treachery. 

"What!" said he. "do you still dan 
to look ut me. monsti r In butnaa 
shape, \vl n you have ju-t caused u, 
your bunny to be massacred i You. 
brothers and miue have exposed th<-.. 
lives to conn; <iud deliver y 
captivity, and you have tmichej 
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Crows, relying upon their uumoers, 
had dispersed themselves in all parts 
af thocuinp so as to full upon each 
lodge simultaneously. The combat 
was short, hut the massacre general. 
Not one of the Blackfeet saved h,- 
life. The woman alone, who had 
betrayed the Crows, fell into their 
bauds alive. 

Now it was their turn for venge 
ance. This was what tho chief de- 
cided: 

"Collect," said he, "all the poles of 
the lodges to make a wood pile, tie 
the hands and feet of this traitress 
and burn her." 

The order was carried out. They 
burned her in the presence of tb« 
warriors, reproaching her the whilt 
for her treachery. — Washington Poei.

St. George, the patron saint of Eng- 
land, was born at Lydda, but brought 
up in Cappadocia. He was a tribune 
in the reign of Diocletian, and being 
a man of great courage was a favor- 
ite, but as he complained to the em- 
peror of his severities toward the 
Christians and argued in their de- 
fense he was put in prison and be- 
headed April 23, 302. St. Jerome 
mentions him in one of his "Martyr- 
>logies," and in the following century 
there were many churches named to 
Lis honor. In regard to his connec- 
tion with England, Ashmole, in his 
"History of the Order of the Garter," 
savs that King Arthur in the sixth 
century placed the picture of St. 
George on his banners, and Selden 
tells us he was patron Baiut of Eng- 
land in the Saxon times. 

It is quite certain that the council 
of Oxford in 1222 commanded his fes- 
tival to be observed in England as a 
holiday of lesser rank, and in 1330 he 
was adopted as the patron of the Or- 
der of the Garter. The dragon slain 
by St. George is simply a common 
all'.'gory to express the triumph of 
the Christian hero over evil, which 
John the Evangelist beheld under the 
image of the dragon. Gibbon, in his 
"Decline and Fall," asserts that the 
patron saint of England was George 
of Cappadooia, the turbulent Arian 
bishop of Alexandria, but the char- 
acter of this assertion has been fully 
disproved by Papebroch, Milner and 
•Brooklyn Eagle.

Hansard, In 450 volumes, cannot 
be considered light reading, and the 
lovora of such will not thereby be 
attraoted to the University of Penn- 
sylvania, which has oomo into pos- 
session of tho series.. But tbo tomes 
contain the debates of the English 
parliament for a period of 826 years, 
going back to the time of its Saxon 
origin, before the days of William 
Rufus and the wars of the roses. 
The historical student will not ex- 
pect stenographic reports of the elo- 
quenoe of those early times, for the 
art of verbatim reporting is qtiite 
modern, but something has been re- 
covered which will pass for the offi- 
cial record, and the engulfing Han- 
sard embraoes it all, presenting a con- 
tinuity of parliamentary discussion 
before which evon such robust mas- 
ters of research as Gibbon, Cailyle 
and Albertus Magnus might turn 
asido in confusion and despair. It is 
only in recent years that parliamen- 
tary speeches have been reported 
with anything like accuracy. Up to 
the close of tho last century they 
were written out from memory by 
the drudges and day laborers of lit- 
erature, somotimcs mou of genius, 
like old Sam Johnson, who repro- 
duced tho speeches of both sides, 
taking care that "the Whig dogs 
should not get the best of it" and 
greatly mending tho eloquence of 
the discourses which he preserved. 

Shorthand came in with the be- 
ginning of the present contury, but 
was not Immediately perfected, and 
its early parliamentary and other 
records havo a good deal of guess- 
work and conjectural interpolation 
in them, not always to the impair- 
ment of the original fabric. But for 
a long time the rojwrts of parlia- 
ment, like thoso of our own legisla- 
tive chambers, have lieen of groat 
accuracy, and they constitute a 
body of dobate which in the impor- 
tance of the subjects discussed and 
tho lines of action radiating there- 
from have never been equaled in 
the world. 

The University of Pennsylvania is 
lucky in possessing so raro a treas- 
ure, exceeding in bnlk the scrolls 
in which Manotho, priest of Seben- 
nytus, preserved the memory of the 
Egyptian dynasties, besides being a 
good deal more interesting and im- 
portant. Considering the mass of 
literature whioh these volumes con- 
tain, it is rather alarming to prefig- 
ure what our own congressional elo- 
quence will amount to in printed bulk 
at the end of the ensuing eight cen- 
turies. The forecast is entirely over- 
whelming, but tho result, though 
not to be precisely defined, is inevi- 
table unless somo Cromwell arises to 
shako down our parliamentary fab- 
rio and blow it abroad upon the 
winds as dust and stubble and somo 
Omar to burn up the congressional 
and other libraries. In default of 
some such measure of limitation 
congressional bibliography will run 
into proportions beside which the 
serried ranks of Hansard will dwin- 
dle to naught and its expanding bulk 
constitute a menace to the stability 
of institutions which require such an 
amount of talk to keep them going. 
—New York Advertiser.
